Apart, however, from that, 
we in the F.B.I. did consider that the London Fair, 
as hitherto run, lacked some of the advantages of 
enterprise, flexibility, and freedom. If the B.I.F. 
is important to some industries, and I have no doubt 
that it is and that every other competing country 
finds such a Fair invaluable, then the new manage- 
ment’s difficult task will be less difficult if they can 
build on the basis of a successful 1954 Fair. The 
influence of the Fair is much greater than the actual 
value of the orders placed, whilst it also raises the 
prestige of the country by showing buyers all over the 
world the variety, quality and value of British goods. 

“Of course, Fairs, whether in Baghdad or in 
Birmingham, are not the only or the best way of 
selling our products abroad. The best way of all 
is to travel to the buyer to convince him that we have 
value to offer that he cannot possibly obtain else- 
where, and to settle firm orders on the spot. In 
many kinds of goods that is the only way, and if we 
do not do it, and do it more than we have been able 
to do for the last few years, then we will lose business 
to the Germans and Japanese, the United States and 
many other up-and-coming competitors. Our goods 
will not sell themselves. We are living in a much more 
competitive world now than we were seven years ago; 
we may well find ourselves living in a more competi- 
tive one still before long, and as a country we are 
still fighting for our existence. To compete in export 
markets we must be able to adopt whatever form of 
trade organization is most effective in individual 
circumstances without having to devote too much 
time to thinking how this may be applied or viewed 
under different conditions. We have not yet quite 
found the answer—I don’t believe it has been found 
in any country—as to how best to make co-operation 
and competition walk hand in hand in advancing 
the public interest, in encouraging enterprise and 
adventure, whilst eliminating waste and ensuring the 
widest possible sharing of all knowledge and practice 
that may be obtained for the common benefit.

The indifference of 
the public—if one may refer to so distinguished a 
gathering as the private view guests as the public—to 
architecture was only matched by the indifference of the 
architecture itself. The much publicized new age of 
British architecture remains just around the corner and 
some of the designs shown bristle with the necessary 
corners. The presentation of most of the schemes is of a 
higher standard than usual and once again Lawrence 
Wright seems to me to be the star perspectivist. The 
Ministry of Werks is now firmly established as a purveyor 
of architectural taste and this makes a nice change. There 
is also a good deal of sound, sensible, solid stuff. But there 
is little that is great, curious or bizarre and more’s the pity. 

I am a little disappointed with Basil Spence’s new design 
for the North front of Coventry Cathedral which he shows 
in one of his spirited perspectives. It seems to me that it 
will rely for effect entirely on the play of light on the stone. 
The shallow cross is dull and the windows are merely 
defensive. 

Would it not be a good idea another year to show the 
architecture in two sections. The first to include all 
designs which are the same as last year’s with minor alter- 
ations and the second to include all those schemes which 
appear, at first glance anyway, to incorporate some new 
ideas? This system of grouping is, after all, being adopted 
more and more in the other galleries. 

While the architecture stays much the same from year to 
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year the paintings seem to improve, or perhaps it is because 
I am getting older. I found that I had marked more paintings 
in my catalogue than ever before. Each year I meet people 
who Say that they never go to the Academy 
paintings are so bad, but this early post-war 
is gradually wearing off.

Exhibition of Polish 
Architecture at the R.1.B.A. 


This Exhibition is to be shown at 
the Royal Institute of British Archi- 
tects from May 2l-June 4, 1954, and 
will be opened by the Polish Ambas- 
sador. 

It was prepared by the Union of 
Polish Architects in 1952 and has since 
been brought up to date: it consists of 
photographs and models. After a brief 
tour in Poland itself, the Exhibition 
has been seen in Switzerland, Finland 
and Sweden and is due to visit Hol- 
land and Israel after the English tour. 

The Exhibition tells the story of the

Dry Rot and Woodworm 
Exhibition 


Sir David Eccles, the Minister of 
Works, has agreed to formally open a 
Dry Rot and Woodworm Exhibition, 
at the Royal Sanitary Institute, 90, 
Buckingham Palace Road, S.W.1 on 
May 12. 

The exhibition will subsequently 
Stay open to July 17. Members of 
the public will be admitted free of 
charge. 

Organized by the Royal Sanitary 
Institute in conjunction with the De- 
partment of Scientific and Industrial 
Research, the exhibition will draw 
attention, in the first place, to the 
virtues of wood as a building material. 


THE 
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Graphic examples of this will be 
provided by pictures of the panelling 
in St. George’s Chapel, Windsor, 
Hampton Court roof and Tut-Ankh- 
Amen’s coffin which, it is claimed, have 
deteriorated very little with the passing 
of the years. 

Subsequent exhibits will reveal the 
vast damage which can be brought 
about by dry rot and woodworm, 
damage which it is estimated costs the 
nation over £20m. annually in repairs 

As most of the country’s timber has 
to be imported from abroad—and paid 
for in valuable foreign currency—it is 
hoped that the exhibits will give prac 


tical hints not only in recognizing the ~ 


disease in its early stages but also in 
indicating the most effective steps 
which should be taken to prevent its 
growth. 

With this end in view, actual speci- 
mens of dry rot will be on view. These 
will include floor boarding from a 
domestic dwelling as well as affected 
timber from an Elizabethan manor 
house. 

Detailed methods of treatment will 
also be shown, as well as good and bad 
methods of building which play such 
a vital part in the anti dry-rot cam- 
paign. 

The activities of the beetle family 
such as the death watch beetle, the 
house longhorn beetle and the powder 
post beetle, are also the subject of close 
scrutiny, their activities being vividly 
illustrated, 

At the same time, methods are sug- 
gested for the treatment, prevention 
and control of these pests both in exist- 
ing and new buildings.

T AM glad to know that you are producing a special export 

issue. Apart from the magmificent achievement of your 
industry on the home front—or perhaps one should say the 
“ homes” front!—it has also made a valuable contribution 
in the export field. In particular, it has opened up the big 
post-war trade in prefabricated construction material in many 


parts of the world. 


I need not stress the continuing importance of exports to the 


country. 


The term “ Balanced economy” can, in fact, be 


said to have a special significance in your industry since the 
scales must always be held between home needs and export 


potentialities. 


I am confident that the industry will go on 


making this double contribution to our material well-being. 


EXPORTS 


HE export figures for the last three quarters show a 
pretty consistent pattern of improvement amounting 
to 8 or 9 per cent over the corresponding periods a year 
earlier. This has been achieved in spite of a tendency for 
prices to fall—it is estimated that export prices in March 
were on the average about 2 per cent lower than they were 
in March, 1953. It is provisionally estimated that the 
volume of exports in the first quarter was over 9 per cent 
more than in the first quarter of last year, and in the last 
six months we have exported a little more than in the 
similar period of 1951-52, when the figures were swollen 
by abnormal shipments to markets like Australia and New 
Zealand. This time our trade is increasing as a result 
of higher industrial activity in Western Europe and a 
gradually rising demand in the sterling area and elsewhere. 
It is interesting to note that, in spite of the American 
recession—“ not slump”—the export of Division 20 to 
that country is 25 per cent up this quarter, compared with 
the first quarter of 1953. Division 20 includes sanitary, 
plumbing, heating and lighting fittings and fixtures, pre- 
fabricated buildings and furniture. Out of the total export 
of this Division, prefabricated buildings account for about 
one fifth. 

The classification of commodities used for United 
Kingdom trade statistics was revised extensively in 1954 
to bring it into line with the Standard International Trade 
Classification of the United Nations. This is the first 
major change since 1920, and the opportunity was taken 
this year to introduce certain other changes in the Trade 


Accounts. Despite the difficulties involved, thi

ORMWORK and shuttering for reinforced concrete 

construction have been developed considerably in the 
last year or two. Timber shuttering, props and stays, are 
giving way to steel with a resulting economy by constant 
re-use. Although timber still has its uses for complicated 
formwork, more and more curved work is capable of being 
shaped in re-usable and comparatively flexible steel. 


{1} Kwickform, Ltd., have produced a complete system of 
fiexible formwork consisting of Flex-beams and Flex-forms. 
The Flex-beam, which has been primarily designed for use in 
connection with barrel vault roofs, is a beam which is made 
up in sections of varying lengths so that any length may be 
rapidly assembled and can be bent to any radius down to a 
minimum of 12ft. The beam weighs approximately twelve 
pounds per linear foot and has an overall depth of approximately 
14in, and can sustain safely a bending moment in the region of 
25-inch/tons and a distributed load of 3.5 tons.

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HEATING AND INSULATION 


HE problems of heating and insulation go hand in hand. 

The latest and most elaborate heating systems will be 
expensive and inefficient if they do not have the insulation 
they deserve. The choice of material used in insulation will 
depend both upon its position in the building and the 
method of construction used as a whole. Lightweight con- 
crete, insulating boards, glass fibre, eelgrass, unventilated 
cavities and aluminium foil are but some of the choices 
available to the designer. 

The choice of heating medium, direct radiation, ducted 
hot air, simple convection, variations and combinations of 
these principal methods, is also affected by the fuel to be 
employed. Solid fuels, gas, electricity and oil, all have their 
advantages, Interest in oil is growing, probably at the ex- 
pense of the solid fuels in industrial circles. 

The Radiation system is being used in increasing numbers 
in the modern house. Electric floor heating is still in the 
early stages of development, more will be heard of this 
method in the future. 


[1] A new system for industrial space heating by oil fuel for 
small factories between 3,000 to 20,000 sq ft in area has been 
recently put on the market by Tropicaire, Ltd., of Ashford, 
Middlesex. 

The system consists of a unit which, where large open areas 
are to be heated, does not require ductwork for air distribution 
A duct discharge model is also available. 

Each unit consists of a main circulating fan of the centrifugal 
type, combustion chamber, flue gas heat exchangers, flash vapor- 
izing burner and control gear. Gas oil is used as fuel and is 
metered by means of a constant-level device with a safety trip. 
A solenoid valve is incorporated in the fuel feed which instantly 
cuts the fuel supply in the event of an electrical power failure, 
or of excess flue gas temperature. Combustion air is taken by a 
Plenum bleed from the main air system, and is adjustable to 
maintain the correct fuel/air ratio. The combustion chamber 
is constructed of 10-gauge steel sheet with seam-welded extended 
surface, 


{2] The Glow-worm A25 fully automatic boiler gives its full 
output of 20 gallons of hot water per hour on two fuellings in 
24 hours. This output may be realized by 70 sq ft of radiator 
area and 50 gallons of hot water, a draw-off of 20 gallons every 
hour, or 82 sq ft of heating pipes and radiators. A specially 
designed hopper feed ensures a constant depth of fire giving 
maximum efficiency at all rates of burning. The scientifically 
designed primary air and chimney damper controls, incorporat- 
ing draught stabilizer to eliminate varying chimney draught, due 
to high or gusty winds, are operated by an extremely robust type 
of thermostat, sensitive to the water temperature in the boiler. 
The rotating grate also incorporates a dumping mechanism. The 
outer body is of steel, finished in stove enamel. The base, ash 
door, fuel door, smoke outlet and corners are cast iron vitreous 
enamelled.

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PAINTS AND PRESERVATIVES 


HE heading, paints and preservatives, covers a very
